“(C) The rate of basic pay for AL-3, rate A, may not
be less than 65 percent of the rate of basic pay for level
1V of the Executive Schedule, and the rate of basic pay for
AL—-1 may not exceed the rate for level IV of the Executive
Schedule.”;
